Under  the  National  Banking  Act  charters  were  granted  to  banks 
permitting  them  to  issue  bank  notes  to  an  amount  limited  to  90% 
of  the  par  value  of  government  bonds  deposited  by  the  bank  with 
the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States.  The  notes  for  all  banks  were 
of  the  same  design,  theonly  variations  being  on  the  obverse,  the 
name  and  address  of  the  bank  and  the  date  of  the  charter  and 
on  the  reverse,  the  coat  of  arms  of  the  State  in  which  the  bank 
was  located.  Designs  for  the  $1,  10,  20,  50  and  $100  notes  were 
made  by  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.  The  $2,  $500,  and  $1000 
designs  were  by  the  National  Bank  Note  Co.  and  the  $5.00  note 
was  designed  by  the  Continental  Bank  Note  Co.  All  notes  bore  the 
signatures  of  the  Register  and  the  Treasurer,  the  Treasury  Seal  and 
the  number  of  the  note.  The  reverses  were  green  and  printed  in 
the  center  in  black  were  copies  of  historical  paintings  in  the  Capi- 
tol at  Washington,  making  a truly  beautiful  series.  On  both  ends 
are  upright  ovals,  the  right  containing  the  American  eagle  and 
the  left  the  State  Arms.
